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Peace Committee’s Plan for Parade 


Entry OK’ed by Festival Committee

The Greenbelt Peace Com¬ 
mittee will march in the La¬ 
bor Day Parade after all. The 
committee’s plan for a march¬ 
ing,, singing group with the 
theme "Jobs, Yes-War, No” 
was accepted by the Festival 
Steering Committee last night. 
This came after an earlier re¬ 
jection of the committee. 

About a month ago the Peace 
Committee had submitted a simi¬ 
lar plan but without details yet 
worked' out. It had not been clear 
to the Steering Committee how 
many marchers there would be, 
whether they would be Green- 
belters only (at one time the 
Peace Committee had contem¬ 
plated asking other organizations 
to join them in the march), how 
the singing was to be carried out, 
by whom, etc. 

To the Festival Committee 
members the first proposal was 
considered too vague; it did not 
meet the criteria of predictability 
and responsibility that the Fes¬ 
tival Committee needed. In order 
to ensure an entertaining but not 
over-lengthy parade, the Festival 
Committee needs to know how 
many people will be in each 
group, what they plan to do and 
the name of one person who 
would be responsible for the ac¬ 
tions of the group and who could 
be contacted about problems that 
might arise. The two main issues, 
Festival Chairperson Dean a 
James said, were whether the 
groups had submitted materials 
(plans) and followed the guide¬ 
lines. 

Some Festival Committee mem¬ 
bers thought the Peace Commit¬ 
tee did not belong in the parade 
because it represented an issue. 
Because the parade chairmen had 
had to assure military bands who 
had agreed to perform that there 
would be no demonstrations, 
they were leery of accepting 
what to them might possibly be 
just that. It was suggested that 
the group instead take part in the 
festival in other ways such as 
having a booth and/or taking 
part in the Salute to American 
Workers on Labor Day afternoon. 

After meeting with its mem¬ 
bers, the Peace Committee de¬ 
cided to petition the Festival 
Committee again for permission 
to be in the parade. This time 
they told the Festival Committee 
they expected to have about 15 
marchers but had not yet settled

on a theme. One being considered 
was carrying a banner bearing 
the Biblical words, “And they 
shall beat their swords into plow¬ 
shares.” 

Several members from the com¬ 
munity also attended this meet¬ 
ing to support the idea of the 
group’s being in the parade. Al¬ 
though an element of entertain¬ 
ment is looked for in all parade 
entrants, Greenbelt groups are 
usually not turned away even if 
the group just marches. The Fes¬ 
tival Committee was told that the 
Peace Committee had been in 
Greenbelt for at least 15 years 
and was a responsible group. 
Peace Committee member Allen 
Lenchek said there was a demo¬ 
cratic issue involved of full par¬ 
ticipation. Lenchek also told the 
group that the Peace Committee 
had indeed marched in other La¬ 
bor Day Parades. 

Past Participation 

In 1966 the committee was not 
permitted to be a part of the fes¬ 
tival, but in later festivals the 
Peace Committee not only march¬ 
ed in the parade but had had a 
booth and sponsored a display. 
Peace Committee member Bert 
Donn has photos of an early pa¬ 
rade entry, cars and a station- 
wagon with the “Dove of Peace” 
in front and the theme “Peace 
Now.” Donn also remembers a 
float with children riding on it 
with the theme, “War is not 
healthy for children and other 
living things.” Although there 
may have been other entries, the 
Peace Committee did not often 
participate because of the “sheer 
logistics” of the thing, Donn said. 

The Festival Committee asked

that a definite proposal be sub¬ 
mitted as soon as possible, as¬ 
suring the Peace Committee that 
if this proposal met their guide¬ 
lines, it would be accepted. 

“Jobs—Yes, War, No” was the 
theme finally settled on by the 
Peace Committee and accepted 
last night by the Festival Com¬ 
mittee. The Biblical theme, they 
discovered, could not be worked 
out in the short time remaining 
before the parade. The simplified 
plan calls for about 30 dressed 
in clothes of workers. Providing 
background music will be Carlos 
Van Leer and his concertina. 
(He’ll dress as a clown). Becky 
Williams, chairperson for the 
Peace Committee, said that since 
a parade was chiefly for enter¬ 
tainment, the committee had 
turned down requests from people 
who wanted to wear Hiroshima 
symbols, adding that the parade 
was not the place for that. When 
asked, Williams said she did not 
object to the presence of groups 
whose ideas she could not accept. 
“If they put on a good show, I'll 
clap,” she said. 

Leta Mach, publicity chairper¬ 
son for the Festival Committee, 
termed the original turndown a

ERHS RECONSTRUCTION EXPECTS 
TO MEET AUGUST 23 DEADLINE

Spokespersons for the Prince Georges County Board of Ed¬ 
ucation said this week that construction work at Eleanor Roos¬ 
evelt High School is on schedule. The deadline set tor com¬ 
pletion of the construction work is August 23. School starts 
on August 30. 

Extensive repairs are being made to the walls of the school. 
The two stories of the west wall have been torn down and 
are now being rebuilt. The other three exterior walls will be 


reinforced. 

Arthur Brown, chief building 
inspector of the county's Depart¬ 
ment of Licenses and Permits, 
was on site on Tuesday, August 
10. He told the News Review that 
he went through the area of con¬ 
struction and talked with school 
authorities. 

“Everything is scheduled to be 
completed by August 23 that 
would affect the conducting of 
classes and teachers coming in, 
he said, adding that the workers 
are doing a “fantastic job.” 

Picking up the $443,000 tab for 
the operation is the Maryland 
Casualty Company (MOC), the 
bonding company that took over 
responsibility for completing the 
school when the original contrac¬ 
tor, Glassman Construction Com¬ 
pany, ran into financial difficul¬ 
ties. 

In exchange for satisfactory 
completion of the work, spokes¬ 


persons for MOC and the Prince 
Georges County Board of Edu¬ 
cation indicate they will no longer 
pursue suits filed with the court 
against each other. The school 
board will also make its final 
payment on the contract for the 
$9.5 million school building. Pre¬ 
viously set at $270,000, the amount 
of the final payment has since 
been reduced considerably by ex¬ 
penses the board incurred for in¬ 
dependent consultants and engi¬ 
neers. 

Construction problems have 
plagued Roosevelt since its doors 
opened in 1978. The school has 
not yet been accepted into the 
county school system because the 
Prince Georges County Depart¬ 
ment of Licenses and Permits 
(DLP) will not issue a final use 
and occupancy permit until all 
plans and specifications have been 
met. 


NEW TRIAL GRANTED IN GINSBERG 
IEFAMATION SUIT AGAINST GHI

A new trial has been granted by Prince Georges County 
Circuit Court Judge James H. Taylor in the defamation case 
of Albert Ginsberg, former legal counsel to Greenbelt Homes, 
Inc. versus John M. Lewis, GHI Board member; Carl. M. Conrad, 
former Board member and Audit Committee member, and 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. The motion for the new trial, heard by 
Judge Taylor on July 23, had been taken under advisement. 
In question was the issue involving apportionment of damages. 


The jury in the five-day July 
trial found for the plaintiff 
against defendants Lewis and 
GHI but not against Conrad. The 
jury awarded Ginsberg $4,000 in 
compensatory and $500 in puni¬ 
tive damages from Lewis and 
$6,000 in compensatory and $500 
in punitive damages from the 
corporation. 

The retrial has been scheduled 
for May 23, 1983. Wade Galliher of 
Galliher, Clarke, Martell and Don¬ 
nelly, the firm representing the 
defendants and GHI's insurance 
company, said that Conrad will 
not have to stand trial again 
since the jury’s verdict in favor 
of Conrad is final. 

In granting a new trial, Judge 
Taylor wrote, “Upon further con¬ 
sideration of the Motion for Judg¬ 
ment N.O.V., or in the Alterna¬ 
tive for a New Trial, namely on 
the issue of the jury’s apportion¬ 
ment of damages between De¬ 
fendant Lewis and Defendant 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., the Court 
is of the opinion that the dispar¬ 
ity between the two awards can 
not be cured. . . .” 

What “can not be cured” is the 
jury’s apportionment of the 
award of compensatory damages 
between the defendants Lewis 
and GHI. As Maryland courts 
have interpreted state law, the 
award must be in one amount 
against both defendants jointly 
and severally (separately); i.e, 
the defendants together are lia¬ 
ble for the entire award and each 
would be liable individually for 
up to the entire amount of the 
award if the other were unable 
to pay. 

Trial 

The primary question that the 
jury faced was whether the qual¬ 
ified privilege of the remarks in 
question, having been made in 
the course of doing business, 
would apply or whether the priv¬ 
ilege had been forfeited because 


of malice (a statement made that 
was knowingly false or made in 
reckless disregard for its truth 
or falsity). 

The remarks leading to the suit 
against Lewis had been made at 
a meeting of the Board of Direc¬ 
tors on December 11, 1980. The 
complaint filed by Gdnsberg states 
that at that meeting Lewis “. . . 
publicly declared that plaintiff, 
an attorney at law who was then 
attorney for defendant Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc., was unethical and 
that plaintiff had taken valuable 
antique furniture from an estate

GHI Board Approves Gutter Changes, 
Reverses Stand on Heating Units 


by Sandra Surber-Smith 

Despite postponing many 
items on a long agenda, the 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. Board 
of Directors were still in ses¬ 
sion for almost four hours at 
their July 29 meeting before 
adjourning to executive ses¬ 
sion. Taking the most time 
were far-reaching and some¬ 
times confusing debates on a 
change in specifications for 
installation of gutters and a 
choice of wall heating units 
in kitchens and bathrooms. 
Earlier in the meeting, the 
board considered and appro¬ 
ved a $75,000 commitment 
by GHI for 1.5 million in co¬ 
op equity loans for resale 
financing from the Prince 
Georges County Housing 
Authority. 

Gutters * 

The board fully discussed a 
problem with gutters and down¬ 
spouts which have been installed 
as part of the rehabilitation pro¬ 
gram. Many members whose 
units have the new gutters have 
experienced and reported water 
cascading directly off the roof and 
not being handled by the gutters. 
Management requested the board 
to approve a change in specifica¬ 
tions, recommended by the con¬ 
sulting architects, to correct gut¬ 
ters already in place and to in¬ 
stall the remaining gutters at a 
revised pitch. The work could be 
performed for an additional $13,- 
000 .

John Lewis and Frank Gervasi, 
felt that problems with gutters 
might be stopped strainers and 
debris. Board Member Don Volk 
wanted the change made only on 
future work to test that method 
of installation. Board President 
Jim Smith urged the board to 
accept management’s solution, 
saying that all members were en¬ 
titled to the best job possible. The 
board defeated, reconsidered and 
finally approved a motion to au¬ 
thorize the change in gutters for 
future work and for those already 
in place. 

Heating units 

Another lengthy debate occur¬ 
red over how to carry out a mo¬ 
tion from the previous board 
meeting which had approved al¬ 
ternative kitchen and bathroom 
heating units. Management re¬ 
ported that to offer members a 
choice of wall heaters would cost 
an additional $14,000 to the con¬ 
tract with Capitol Electric and 
add labor costs as well. In order 
to keep the heat conversion on 
schedule, wall units would have 
to be ordered in advance, man¬ 
agement reported. 

Board Members Margaret Ho- 
genson and Janet Cantwell spoke 
in favor of providing choices for 
members but reluctantly agreed 
that in this instance it was too 
late to modify the contract. 
Speaking of the need for member 
input early in the development of 
contracts, both felt that offering 
members a choice at the discre¬ 
tion of field staff or on an arbi¬ 
trary basis was not fair. Smith 
pointed out that many members 
had already accepted and install¬ 
ed the ceiling units. Changing 


the policy now, he said, would be 
unfair to them. Eventually the 
board reconsidered and defeated 
its earlier motion to make ceiling 
units optional. General Manager 
Tim Mitter reminded the board 
that wall or baseboard units will 
still be installed in bathroom and 
kitchens when it is not feasible 
to install a ceiling unit. 

Resale financing 

A last-minute notice by the 
Prince Georges County Housing 
Authority to issue $35 million for 
single family mortgage bonds had 
management and the board 
scrambling to consider a 1.5 mil¬ 
lion loan offer for financing re¬ 
sales in GHI. By July 30, the day 
after the Board meeting, GHI 
had to submit a letter to author¬ 
ize a commitment fee of $75,000 
to obtain the resale loan financ¬ 
ing. 

The financing, probably to be 
administered by Community Sav¬ 
ings and Loan, would be used for 
purchasers who have not owned 
a home in the last three years— 
generally first-time home owners. 
It would add greatly to the re¬ 
sources available for buyers and 
sellers in GHI, GHI would re¬ 
cover its commitment fee from 
sales transactions. If the whole 
allocation is not used, however, 
GHI would lose that portion of 
the commitment fee. The board 
approved the commitment fee. 

Other Action 

The board approved a bid by 
Diamond Insurance Company for 
a workmen’s compensation policy 
at a cost not to exceed $58,735, 
referred a member's unresolved 
request to build a deck and pri¬ 
vacy screen to executive session.

in which there were no heirs and 
had sold the same, he being per¬ 
sonal representative of the dece¬ 
dent." 

The claim against GHI was 
based on the statement allegedly 
made by Lewis. The complaint 
alleged that Lewis was acting 
within the scope of his authority 
as a director and agent of GHI. 
thereby making the corporation 
responsible for his action. The 
complaint further alleged that the 


corporation accepted and ratified 
Lewis' statement when the board 
of directors subsequently voted to 
terminate Ginsberg's employment 
as general counsel for GHI. 

The jury awarded damages to 
Ginsberg from Lewis and GHI. 
Conrad was absolved. In the 
original complaint it had been 
alleged that he had made state¬ 
ments similar to those of Lewis.
